2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest a content project creating method, medium, or apparatus that 
comprises (in combination with all of the other elements claimed): selecting a template 
from a plurality of templates, each template containing a setting of a scene arrangement 
of a plurality of scenes of content; subsequently editing the scene setting data; 
associating music data of a specified length of time with the particular scene; and 
wherein the template is a scene arrangement sequence for the plurality of scenes set in 
advance for a story structure of the video content and prior to editing, wherein the 
specified length of time of the music data is automatically corrected when the period of 
the particular scene is changed (Independent claims 1,15, 22, 34, 58, and 70; claims 2- 
7, 74, and 75 depend from claim 1 ; claims 16-21 depend from claim 15; claims 23-33, 
77, and 78 depend from claim 22; claims 35-45 depend from claim 34; claims 59-69 
depend from claim 58; and claims 71 and 72 depend from claim 70).
